ould Go File Racketeers! 


Right off the bat, Gov. DiSalle’s proposal 
for a criminal conspiracy law in Ohio to dis­ 
courage syndicate crime will make Ohioans 
recall how things used to be when every nook 
and cranny in the state held a battery of 
slot machines and nothing could be done 
about them, short of catching someone in 
the act of putting money into or getting 
money out of them. 
The instant it was made illegal to possess 
slot machines in this state, even for their 
transportation from one place to another, that 
parti c liv p r o b l e m in quick - turnover 
racketeering disappeared. A slot machine 
in Ohio these days is a curiosity, usually 
found in 2 basement rumpus room, where it 
brings on a touch of nostalgia. 
A criminal eonapfracy law would have the 
same effect. It would become a felony for 
two or^nore persons to chum up in a scheme 
to violate the law. There would be no need 
to wait until the damage had been done in a 
way to constitute evidence that the law had 
been violated. In thousands of cases every 
year, law enforcement agents know whose 
heads have been put together to bring about 


a violation of the law yet cannot obtain evi­ 
dence that the violation has occurred, even 
though they know it has occurred. And in 
other thousands they nab the low man on 
the totem pole when they need to nab the 
high one. 
Whether the General Assembly wants to 
knock off racketeering is another question. 
For a long time it didn’t want to knock off 
slot-machine operators. Once the legislators 
had made up their minds to call a halt, it 
was easy. It always is, contrary to the im­ 
pression that law enforcement is a kind of 
losing battle against forces that are superior 
in numbers and cunning. 
We could wish that Gov. DiSalle had said 
something about some kind of a state police 
force to keep tabs on big-time conspiracies 
that cover more than one police jurisdiction. 
« This has been an Ohio weakness pointed out 
by his two immediate predecessors. Crime 
is statewide. Police work in Ohio, except for 
instances of cooperation under special cir­ 
cumstances, is local. Ohio needs a minimum 
of statewide police protection if it intends to 
match wits with crime syndicates. 


Can Castro Escape Cuba's History? 


It has been agreed among the reporters 
who have been watching Fidel Castro in his 
role as successful leader of a Cuban revolu­ 
tion that he is intelligent, sincere and utterly 
devoted to Cuba and the Cuban people. 
There has been no indication from them 
that he aspires to a dictator. They are as posi­ 
tive about his good intentions as they are 
about the way the formerly good intentions 
of the Batista regime were obliterated by 
violence, cruelty and corruption. 
• Castro now cames to the test. Can he escape 
Cuban history? Can he survive the disorders 
whose threat to his new government last 
week forced a sudden decision to put him in 
line for the presidency? 
It can be guessed with near certainty that 
Batistans arf still strong enough to chal­ 
lenge the Castro regime. It can be guessed 
with complete certainty that they are capable 


of being as ruthless in attempts to overthrow 
the followers of Castro as the latter were in 
overthrowing Batista. 
This explains why the Castro regime has 
been anxious to get on with the trials and 
executions, whose aim is to wipe out the 
Batista organization. There is no reconcil­ 
ability in Cuban politics — no making up 
between factions, as there has been in Cyp­ 
rus, for instance. This changed Batista from 
a liberator to a terrorist, and this could 
change Castro in the same way. If he finds 
himself fighting for existence against irrecon­ 
cilable opposition, what will he do? 
Will he do what Batista did — fight back — 
or step down and leave Cuba to a new wave 
of revolution? 
Cuban history has been written in blood 
since the 15th century. Castro will be the 
hero of all Cuban heroes if he can find a 
way to stop the blood-letting.

Slip In The Formula 


Everyone feels grateful to the U.S. Army 
for its scientific point of view on comparative 
coldness. 
No longer will it be necessary to explain 
that the temperature is only down to 20 above 
but the air feels like 20 below because of 
the wind. The Army has calculated that a 
good strong wind can make the difference 
between a plus and minus temperature, as 
far as human discomfort is concerned. 
It has rationalized what every man and 
animal has learned — that it is possible to 
be comfortable in a refuge out of the wind— 
that heat loss from wind has as much to do 
with discomfort as a low’ temperature. And 
being the Army, it has a formula: 
The wind velocity is multiplied by 10.9 
times its square root, plus 9, minus the wind 
velocity, times 33. minus the temperature in 
degrees Centigrade. But there Is a slip in 
this somewhere because it does not take the 
humidity into account, which is the key to 
comfort and discomfort in summer. 
Unfortunately, no one knows w’hat the hu­ 
midity rate is, but a rule of thumb is to 
square the collar size and divide by three 
to get it if it seems to be high and other­ 
wise to square the hat size and then add 
half as much if it seems to be low. By 
subtracting the same amount after it has 
been added, anyone can find the ferocity of 
the weather in a jiffy. 
There will be no further excuse to exclaim 
in pain about the weather, which “wouldn't

There are U.S. gov­ 
ernment reports which refer to this 
W’FTU as a “conduit” of money 
and manpower for the weakening 
of our military and naval strength. 
And CIA chief Allan Dulles has 
just dubbed the W’FTU “a sinister 
power.”

Egypt, 
Syria and Iran and detouring a bit 
to attack King Hussein of Jordan. 
This is the newspaper which is 
distributed to tens of thousands of 
th* type of strategic workers I’ve 
described above. Brother Bridges 
will obviously not get the Paster­ 
nak treatment.

Anti-Inflation Pitch

WASHINGTON 
study of th e nation’s economic 
This will be a passionate year 
for e c o n o rn I s t s: a wide-open 
chance to argue trends and the­ 
ories. This can cause severe head­ 
aches among non-economists, in­ 
cluding politicians, who get fog­ 
bound in statistics. 
Both Democrats and Republi­ 
cans are making a big anti-infla­ 
tion pitch. 
A joint congressional committee 
and two committees appointed by 
President Eisenhower will study 
the American economy in 1959 to 
find out how this country can be 
kept prosperous and made more 
so. 
Since the Eisenhower groups 
may’ come up with one set of ideas 
and the congressional group — 
composed of IO Democrats and six 
Republicans — may come up 
with others, there will probably 
be more than one answer. 
Nevertheless the congressional 
inquiry may prove more far-rang­ 
ing than anything of its kind since 
the big one made in the 1930s by 
the temporary National Economic 
Committee headed by Sen. Joseph 
C. O’Mahoney (D-Wyo). 
Eisenhower set up: 
1. A committee—headed by Ray­ 
mond J. Saulnier, chairman of his 
Economic Advisory Council — to 
study all government activities 
affecting prices and costs. Its 
members will be representatives 
of big government agencies. 
2. A seven-man Cabinet commit­ 
tee — headed by Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon—to. study and 
recommend government and pri­ 
vate policies influencing costs and 
prices. WTiere the Nixon and Saul­ 
nier groups will and won’t over­ 
lap is not clear. 
But the Democrats were not to 
be 
outdone. 
While 
Eisenhower 
created these committees in Jan­ 
uary, last December Lyndon John­ 
son of Texas, leader of the Senate 
Democrats, had called for a big 


system. 
Last week Johnson called on 
Sen. Paul Douglas (D-Ill), chair­ 
man of the joint congressional 
committee, to get the ball rolling 
with his group. Douglas himself 
is a trained economist. 
The Douglas committee’s hear­ 
ings should provide one of the big­ 
gest forums in years for econo­ 
mists of all shades of opinion. A 
Douglas aide said the committee’s 
studies may wind up by the end 
of 1959. 
That’s a guess. It could last 
much longer. No doubt it will be 
months before the Douglas group 
can hear enough views, and learn 
enough facts, to produce recom­ 
mendations of its own. 
Then it remains to be seen what 
action, if 'any, Congress takes, 
particularly since the Eisenhower 
committees 
should 
be 
making 
recommendations, 
too, 
by that 
time. 
Nixon said his group will have 
long-range 
rather 
than 
short- 
range goals: “In conducting our 
studies and in making our recom­ 
mendations, we plan to enlist the 
advice of representatives of bus­ 
iness. labor, government and other 
segments of the economy who are 
experts in the problems involved.” 
Eisenhower outlined the task 
facing the Saulnier committee: 
“Although the government has 
many programs that affect prices 
and costs — including, of course, 
procurement (purchasing) — there 
is no central mechanism for fol­ 
lowing their current operations to 
see whether they are being con­ 
ducted, insofar as possible, in line 
with the need for reasonable sta­ 
bility of prices and costs.” 
The Douglas committee’s study 
will go pretty much across the 
economic board, covering such 
subjects as inflation, deflation, 
employment, unemployment, cred­ 
it, the money supply, prices, prof­ 
its, government spending, taxa­ 
tion and so on. 


Some day they’ll pull it tight 
and strangle the West’s global com­ 
merce. And there will be wonder­ 
ment. Where were we when the 
Russians were organizing hundreds 
of millions of workers in militant 
unions in new states which have 
been springing up overnight. We 
were at the movies, of course. 
The final note is that Brother 
Bridges, power of our Pacific trans­ 
port industry, found his reception 
in Moscow’ so much warmer than 
the weather.

cational and business nature. 
For today, under the changeful 
rulings of varying personnel in the 
Supreme Court of the U n i t e d 
States, a group of citizens, for in­ 
stance, who form a partnership or 
a corporation cannot be sure of 
the “equal protection of the laws” 
of the states. 
Under the dissenting. opinions 
handed down repeatedly by a min­ 
ority of the justices, the 14th 
Amendment has been held to ap­ 
ply to individuals only and not to 
groups of individuals. 
Likewise, continuance of paro­ 
chial schools is not fully assured 
from a legal standpoint. W’hile a 
decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in 1925 held in­ 
valid an Oregon law that required 
the attendance of all children in 
public schools, this ruling could be 
wiped out overnight by five jus­ 
tices of the high court on the 
ground that public psychology is 
different from what it was when 
the first ruling was made and that 
public school education is “inher­ 
ently” better than private school­ 
ing. 


PLAINLY, 
also, the voteless 
people of the District of Colum­ 
bia do not enjoy the “equal pro­ 
tection” clause applicable to resi­ 
dents of the 49 states of the Un­ 
ion. Through a curious stretch of 
power by the Supreme Court in 
1954, the school authorities of the 
City of Washington were ordered 
to obey the so-called implications 
of the 14th Amendment, thugh 
nothing in the Constitution or in 
previous rulings had ever defined 
the constitution that way for the 
people of a federal territory. 
Also, sections 2, 3 and 4 of the 
14th Amendment have become ob­ 
solete because these referred only 
to persons once engaged in the 
war between the States, all of 
whom now are dead. So these sec­ 
tions can be eliminated. 
There are, moreover, serious 
doubts w’hether the 14th Amend­ 
ment was ever legally ratified, due 
to the coercion of state legisla­ 
tures by federal troops and by 
other unconstitutional acts of Con­ 
gress long after the war w’as over. 
All such doubts can be removed 
by adopting a new amendment re­ 
affirming the essential parts of 
the old provisions and clarifying 
them at the same time. 
Here is the text of a substitute, 
offered by this writer as a possi­ 
ble basis for the drafting of a 
“new 14th Amendment.” It con­ 
tains approximately 
as 
many 
words as the original and reads 
as follows: 


“IN PURSUANCE of the 10th 
Amendment, which provides that 
‘the powers not delegated to the 
United States by the constitution, 
nor prohibited by it to the states, 
are reserved to the states respec­ 
tively. or to the people.’ it is here­ 
by declared that the people of any 
state may provide in its constitu­ 
tion for a referendum vote, at a 
special election to be called sole­ 
ly for that purpose, and may by 
such referendum amend the state 
constitution to establish within any 
such state complete and exclusive 
control by the state over its edu­ 
cational institutions, programs and 
curricula, including the right to 
assign pupils to any school sup­ 
ported by public revenues 
on 
whatever basis of State Legisla­ 
ture may determine. 
“The State Legislatures may by 
law delegate such exclusive au­ 
thority in whole or in part to local 
subdivisions. 
“Nothing in the existing provi­ 
sions of the Constitution shall be 
held by any coart to impair the 
purpose of this amendment or of 
the 10th Amendment. 
* “Congress shall pass no law 
abridging the rights of the states 
or denying to any state, or to the 
people of any federal territory not 
yet admitted to statehood, the 
equal protection of the federal 
law’s. Nor shall Congress or the 
executive, by the provisions of 
any law governing appropriations, 
or by any other law or action, 
deny to any state, or to the peo­ 
ple of any federal territory, the 
right to the exclusive control of 
its educational institutions, pro­ 
grams and curricula. 


“THE STATUTES hitherto en­ 
acted by Congress granting to cer­ 
tain states the exclusive control 
of their educational institutions, 
programs and curricula, and argr 
such provisions of the state con­ 
stitutions hitherto approved by 
Congress upon admission of such 
states to statehood which provide 
for the execlusive control of edu­ 
cation by the states, are hereby 
affirmed as of continuing validity. 
“Nothing In 
this 
amendment 
shall deny to the citizens of any 
state, or federal territory not ad­ 
mitted to statehood, the right to 
establish private schools, includ­ 
ing religious schools; nor shall 
any state or federal authority 
prohibit anyone from attending 
such a private school by requir­ 
ing attendance at a public school. 
“Subject to the foregoing reser­ 
vations. Sections I and 5 of tho 
14th Amendment are hereby de­ 
clared in full force and effect, 
with Section I amended to read 
as follows: 
“ ‘All persons bom or natural­ 
ized in the United States, and sub­ 
ject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
are citizens of the United States 
and of the state wherein they re­ 
side. No state shall make or en­ 
force any law which shall abridge 
the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United States; nor 
shall any state deprive any per­ 
son of life, liberty, or property, 
without due process of law, nor 
deny to any person, or corpora­ 
tion. or partnership, or any pro­ 
fit-making or non-profit-making or­ 
ganization, within its jurisdiction 
the 
equal 
protecton 
of 
the 
laws.’ ”

class. 
It is going to be, in all probabil­ 
ity, in the ordinary flu category— 
a malady that does to the body 
what discouragement does to the 
mind. 
There is a vast void of energy 
and optimism. The lifting of an 
arm or the turning of the head 
become formidable feats of deter­ 
mination and strength. 
It takes more will power to get 
out of bed in the morning than 
would be required to hold out 
a full - grown elephant at arm s 
length. 
And so, confronted with a chal­ 
lenge to do the impossible the 
body does what the mind does 
when challenged to do the impos­ 
sible; it refuses to do anything at 
all. 
r 
It sulks and thumps and hurts 
—a headache that reaches from 
toe to top and back again. That's 
tho flu. 
Though it is said to be a dis­ 
ease. that is putting the case too 
mildly. It is an affliction, 
like 
Genghis Khan was in his day— 
something that swoops down and 
destroys without warning. Or it is 
like the modern version of Genghis 


Khan, the jolly Mr. Khruschchev, 
who bides his time and flashes a 
gap-toothed smile now and then to 
keep his potential victims in a 
sweat. 
As I say. a number of my 
friends have been wilting down 
with this thing, it being the time 
of the winter when resistance and 
patience have been worn thin with 
suffering and aggravation. 
In the hush of that inner sanc­ 
tum where a man’s soul sits at 
its listening post to keep tab, there 
is the clash of sword play in the 
arterial corridors to be heard and 
of jousting between armed horse­ 
men in the paved courtyards, as 
microbes and antibodies fight it 
out for possession of the fief. 
This is the only thing I find 
unpleasant about being a hypo­ 
chondriac. No matter what my 
friends are having, I must have 
it with them. This week I am hav­ 
ing the flu. Worse yet, I must 
have it in secret, because if I 
open my mouth about it the house 
physician will say sharply, “Nip 
upstairs and fetch the fever ther­ 
mometer.” She will plunge this 
contraption into my cotton-dry, 
brass-tasty mouth, let it simmer 
a spell and take it out for a fur- 
rowed-brow examination. Then she 
will rinse it off under the tap, pop 
it back into its case and purr, 
“Snap out of it, Rover, and go 
play with your rubber mouse. 
Your temperature’s norma!.’” 
Then I’ll have to wait for my 
friends to get something else.

It was found on one of his many 
‘‘expeditions” to Macon County, 
NC. 
His Interest in gem hunting 
stemmed primarily from the In­ 
terest shown by his son, Theodore, 
who is a student at Franklin and 
Marshall College in Lancaster, 
Pa., where he is m a j o r i n g in 
geology. 
Armed with a 20-pound sledge 
hammer and a protective f a c e 
mask, Gard said he has found 
m a n y gems, including rubies, 
emeralds, 
diamonds, 
sapphires, 
and many varieties of quartz, by 
digging in abandoned mines and 
quarries. 
Of all the spots visited in the 
search for gems, he called the 
Macon County area “the best of 
all” as gems are found there in 
abidance. 
He displayed a trayful of rocks 
and stones found in his diggings, 
plus a newspaper clipping which 
included the sto/y of a man who 
had found one of the world’s larg­ 
est rubies at the Macon County 
site. “This discovery quickened 
my interest while I was there,” 
Gard said.
